Showed us a die with just a half of a 
sentence engraved. He^said he wanted to~show it to us-before he-went~further«• He 
didn't think it would Work. He'd already ruined 4 cutters in just that half sent¬ 
ence. It didn't look good, but we put It on the machine to see how it would look. 

The first one rolled way too long, then the next one rolled way off center, 
then 13good ones were rolled. Did I say "good"? The type was so small, it was 
hard to read with - a magnifying glass. We could ’’never use it, we were all disap¬ 
point el*., We thought wb saw the birth and death of ah elongated. Ben'Mixon, our en¬ 
graver,,, toe k one of the elonpatads ..as r. souvenir, of an' elongated that; .Would never 
be finished. He also topk the die down* to be'ground'down; and try to saiv®g% to be 
used again. r,--,,. 

Should we give it up 5 ? No I said, we can't give up. So back to another type¬ 
setter. I almost* screamed when my husband said it wouidbe'$15*00 just to have it 
reset in type. Bht we had ft done again.' This time the lines were so far apart it 
didn't look good at air. Again" the' engraver -came over-, -we- asked "him if .this - looked 
usable?, He said no^ lettering still too small and lines toapart*' it would never 
fit. ;Sd wt had to go shopping for still another typesetter.' v Low and behold we found 
one that would do the job for just half what the last one cost. -. We got the copy.
